"pedited im ſo decent a manner , as a matter of ſuchimportance might juſt 
dy require. 

Aud now at laft, by the mercie of God , andrhe continuance of our l:- 
bours , it being brought unto ſuch a concluſion,as that we have great hope 
that theChurch of England /hal reap good fruit thereby ; we hold tt our duti
